down. He landed daring the night 
east of Hartford City, Ind., having 
covered less than one hundred miles. 
A leaky valve forced his descent.

Governor Bryan is using the same 
threat used by Governor McKelvie. 
He is talking of opening up the state's 
sand and gravel pit near Ashland and 
placing road material on the open 
market He is of the opinion that 
gravel is now a monopoly controlled 
product in Nebraska, tho the state is 
full of -productive gravel pits. 
The 
state owns one but it has neven been 
opened. It is near the Burlington 
road but no railroad track or ma- 
chinery for pumping the little pebbles 
out of their resting place has been 
provided by the state. 


It was announced by Governor 
Bryan Thursday that the bare talk of 
opening the state's gravel pit has re- 
sulted in a reduction of 50 cents a 
ton in the price of gravel for -road 
work*. This was shown, he said in 
bids opened Thursday at the state 
house by Lancaster, Dodge and Doug- 
las county boards with State En- 
gineer Roy Cochran. This made a 
difference of $7,000 in the price of 
road work contemplated in the bids 
opened. This means hundreds of 
thousands of dollars- saving in rornd 
work contemplated for this year, said 
the governor. 


But Governor Bryan is not satisfied. 


He believes the state sand and gravel 
pit ought to be opened even in the 
face of a falling off In the price of 
gravel which he says is controlled by 
a monopoly. He has asked State En- 
gineer Cochtan to get figures on the 
cost of machinery and cost of a spur 
from the Burlington track, Tbe gov- 
ernor believes the Burlington's esti- 
mate of $15,000 for spur 1.200 feet 
long is about double what it ought to 
be. He finds the road department 
has sold practically all its own rail- 
road rails. He has asked Mr. Coch- 
ron to see about getting enough to 
build the spur, if the state decides to 
build the track instead of employing 
the railroad company to do it The 
governor proposes to throw the pit 
open to all comers at a reasonable 
price. 
The governor said the bids opened 
Thursday on road work, including 
some graveling in Lancaster county, 
were filed, received and opened in the 
presence of bidders, just as was done 
one month ago when bids on work In 
Douglas county were receivwJ 
The 


bids arc received and opened at a 
given hour 3n ihc presence of bidders. 
«o that can be none of what the gov- 
ernor 'alls "lea kettllng" of bids This 
process is said to relate to tbe steam- 
ing oT sealed envelopes when there 
was much lapse «f time between the 
receiving and opening The icorernoT 
does not say this has ever been done.

George G. Koster, chief game war- 


den of Nebraska, who is also 4 per- 
sonal frind and admirer and supporter 
of Tommy Gibbons, has had another 
section added to his official title. He 
is to be supervisor of athletics, a 
position which carries with it the en- 
forcement of the boxing law of Ne- 
braska 
The extra section was fast- 


ened to his title by Governor Bryan, 
not because the governor himself is 
an admirer of Tommy Gibbons, but 
principally because the governor is 
splitting up the state code depart- 
ments and for convenience sake and 
for the purpose of obtaining funds 
from one department to give to the 
support of another, has found it ad- 
visable to do without a secretary of 
the department of public welfare un- 
der which the boxing law is now ad- 
ministered. Secretary H. H. Antles 
steps out and the boxing law is to 
come under the supervision of Chief 
Game Warden Koster. 


The chief game warden will receive 


no added compensation for this new 
,work assigned by him the governor. 
But if Gibbons and Dempsey 
ever 


stage 4 bout at Omaha in the distinct 
future Mr. Koster will have something 
to say about the rules of the contest 
and he will cut out all rough stuff 
which includes nearly everything but 
the throwing of flatirons. 


In addition to this change the gov- 


ernor will appoint a boxing commis- 
sioner on part time pay. He has con- 
ferred with a committee chosen by 
the state executive committee of the 
American Legion, and that committee 
has approved this plan and has sug- 
geste*4that JT6 a month" will be 
eaougH^y^lor the boxing commis- 
sioner./The governor-has asked the 
legion committee ^o^uggesf toJLhJm * 
ItatJot names ftbm whom-one can be 
appointed1 to that position. The gov- 
ernor said he told the American Le- 
gion committee that as the organiza- 
tion *f the legion was largely respon- 
sizle for the enactment of the boxing 
law he expected it to shoulder a part 
of the responsibility for its proper 
enforcement.

U. C. Breitkaupt, who got more 


Totes on the face of the returns for 
clerk of Kearney county than did J. 
K. Richmon, who has been holding it 
down for a year and a half, has filed 
a brief with the supreme court in 
which he insists that he ought fo be 
put Into possession of the office. 


The official returns gave him 1.524 
votes and Richmond 1,518. but the Blat- 
ter entered a contest and succeeded 
in having enough votes thrown out 
in county court to seat him. The dis- 
trict court affirmed' this judgment 


Breitkaupt relies largely upon the 


contention that, tbe ballots were not 
properly kept from the time they were 
returned by election officials till they 
were counted in county court. He in- 
sists that the official canvass is pre- 
sumptive evidence of the election re- 
sult, and 'that the contestant must 
present proof that when counted by 
the judge they are as they were re- 
ceived from the election officials. 


The ballots were kept in a rault 


attached to the county judge's office, 
which had just been vacated by Rich- 
mond, who had just finished a term 
as

makes no charges, but says that there 
is no evidence that the combination 
had been changed and that Richmond 
could not have looked at them when 
he wanted.

Alleged Auto Thief With Small

He pried 
open the window and bent two bars 
apart with a piece of bar he had 
sawed from his cell. He had smug- 
gled the small piece off into the 
prison and had it concealed in some 
remote place about Ms clothing, it is 
believed. 
Matthews is charged with stealing 


a Buick sedan from the private garage 
of M. V. Noren, of Waverly, Neto., on 
the night of June 26. He and the autd 
were taken into custody at Orange 
City, la., two days later.'

ment pledges that a retroactive inter- 
pretation %111 not be given the article. 
Article No 27 provides for ownership 
by the nation of all subsoil rights. 


It Is the belief for some informed 


observers here that American recogni- 
tion will be extended the Obregon 
government of Mexico once such a 
temporary accord has been definitely 
agreed to and'after the otter and less 
troublesome questions have been set- 
tled between the commissioners.

German/ has 
Beflnitely 
offered 
thirty milliards, payable in annuities, 
and has explained, as she never did 
before, how she intends to pay. On 
the whole, the German scheme has 
been well received here. 


But Berlin clearly does not mean 


Germany's latest memorandum to be 
taken as her final word. She is keep- 
ing in reserve further concessions, 
to be brought forward as the price 
of getting the French out 
of the 


Ruhr. 
^ 


With the German demand for a con- 


ference there can be no possible is- 
sue taken in this country. Such a 
conference, were the settlement of 
reparations left to Great Britain and 
Germany, could almost certainly, in 
.very short time, arrive at a figure in 
the neighborhood of forty milliards 
of gold marks as the total German 
bill, and then agree without impos- 
sible difficulty upon the method and 
dates of payment 
. 


With this settled the stabilization 


of the mark anda|he recovery of Ger- 
many, would be no less rapid than in 
the case of Austria. And with the 
withdrawal of foreign armies from 
German soil, and the return of Eu- 
rope ot peaceful habits, the clogged 
channels of international trade would 
be reopened and prosperity be again 
within our grasp. 


France an Obstacle. 


The one obstacle to a final liquida- 


tion of the war, and the real com- 
mencement of economic recovery is 
France 
It is easy to summarize the 


proceedings of the French govern- 
ment, since it became known that 
Berlin was about to seek a genuine 
accommodation with her creditors.. 


How has France behaved to us, 


since the German memorandum was 
received7 First, there wefe immediate 
suggestions from Paris that no an- 
swer should be dispatched by any of 
the allies, as the German proposals 
were unworthy of consideration. We 
soon made clear, that this would not 
do. Therefore, the Count de Saint 
Aulaire presented at the foreign, of- 
fice the conditions upon which France 
would graciously consent to consult 
with Britain about a subject that in- 
volves the prosperity, perhaps the 
very existence as an industrial na- 
tion, of Great Britain. As the first 
condition, we are told, we must argue 
our German friends into 
ceasing 


"passive resistance" in the Ruhr. 


What constitutes "passive 
resist- 


ance" was clearly denned to make 
certain that the German capitulation 
would be as humiliating and complete 
as possible. 


The count in his interview with 


Lord Curzon took care to scotch that 
scheme. No concessions, undertak- 
ings, or agreements o.f any kind, he 
stated, will be entered into iy France 
in consideration of German surrender. 
France in this way does her best, of 
set purpose, to prevent a reparation 
settlement 


If any doubt of this remains, con- 


sider the dumbfounding reparations 
demands put forward by the French 
ambassador. 
France, he declared, 


will accept no reduction of her full 
claims against Germany under the 
1921 agreement, even if England and 
America forgive every penny of the 
French debt to those countries. 


Reparations an Excuse. 


Here we have the clock set back 


two years—a naked claim to the 
6.600,000,000 pounds which every au- 
thority in the world knows Germany 
cannot pay. 
France 
proposes 
to 


stay in th£ Ruhr, and wants the 
reparations problem kept in being as 
an excuse. From that conclusion 
there is now no escape. 


What are we to do now? France 


by her attitude ranks this country 
with Germany. Considering the mag- 
nitude of our interests involved, we 
are being subjected to such humilia- 
tion as Great Britain has never for 
centuries endured at the hands of 
any foreign power. Mr. Baldwin (the 
premier) has only three courses open 
to him. 
He can surrender to France: he can. 
like his predecessor, do nothing, and 
let things drift from bad to worse. We 
are confident that neither the path of 
surrender nor of negation will 
be 


chosen. 
There remains only an active, pol- 


icy, fraught 
with • difficulties, but 


wotrby of the traditions of our peo- 
ple- When France sees we are in 
earnest the insane arrogance manifest 
In Paris may be abated. 


If noC we musl seek new friends. 


we must play our lone hand, in the 
knowledge that the sympathies of al- 
most all the world are with us. We 
shall be fighting for sanity against 
ignorance and prejudice, for reason 
against passion, for fair play aaginst 
injustice, for a world of peace and 
order, against a new and imminent 
holocaust, in which what is left of 
the civilization of Europe must be 
swallowed up.

5.—A moratorium of five years for 


all working farmers on their 
farm 


mortgages and. debts. 


The policy committee is expected to 


deal more elaborately with; these 
points in forming the complete plat- 
form. 


CHICAGO, July 5—Farmer dele- 


gates today launched an attempt to 
regain control of the conference being 
held here to organize a third party. 


Their "conservative" leaders took 


the floor of the opening session today 
and demanded that delegates abandon, 
the leadership of the "liberal" group 
comprised of C. E. Ruthenberg, con- 
victed communist; Alexander Howat, 
"outlaw" miners' leader, and others. 


The "liberal" faction was still firmly 


in control of the minorities <:oalition 
conference today.

a week or ten days supply of wheat 


Seven thousand dock men in Man 


Chester are joining the movement 
In Birkeuhead six vessels which were 
to sail were delayed when 1,100 
walked out. 


Warehouse and lighter men went 


out in sympathy at Hull and in Liver- 
pool a small group of dock workers 
left their work. 


An indication of the reaction was 


seen this morning in Smithfleld mar- 
ket when imported meats advanced 
two shillings to a stone (fourteen 
pounds). 


The strike was accomplished in 


defiance of union leaders who seem 
selpless to control the situation. 


The ports of London, Hull, Bristol, 


Cardiff, Grimsby—where 25,000 
are 


out—are handling practically no busi- 
ness. It is feared the movement will 
spread to Liverpool and Southampton, 
the .two biggest ports which so far 
have not been seriously affected.

Heywood Broun Tells How Gibbons' 


Performance Reacts on Mon- 


tanans—Great Day for 


Gibbons' Children.

SHELBY, Mont., July 
5. —Jack 


Dempsey defeated Tommy Gibbons, 
but he could not knock him out. At 
the end of fifteen rounds both men 
were on their feet. 
Dempsey was 


still fresh and dangerous, while Gib- 
bons was hanging on for dear life at 
the final bell. But he hung on. 


Dempsey was. fifteen pounds heav- 


ier, four years younger, and the most 
overwhelming favorite Who has gone 
into a 
heavyweight championship 


fight in years. It was the most start 
ling upset which boxing 'has seen in 
our day; tho there -was no knockout 
in the ring itself, a dull thud was 
heard at the very instant the final 
bell rang. The dope was demolished 
and this was the victory in which the 
crowd rejoiced. 


.SHELBY, Mont., July 5.—Pro- 
moters of the 
Dempsey-Gibbons 


fight announced today that the offi- 
cial paid attendance by the govern- 
ment check was only 7,202 and the 
receipts $225,000. The-government 
tax amounted to $22,500. 


I 


By the tjme the bout began there 


was a surprisingly big attendance. As 
late as 2 o'clock the spectators' seemed 
no jmore than grains of sand in the 
great Shelby shell, for there were only 
some eight thousand present. 
At 3, 


the rates for tickets were cut to the 
bone. Half an hour later they were 
abolished and 18,000 rooters in all 
cheered the victory of Montana over 
the newspapers. 
That was the big 


issue in the mind of almost every- 
body in the arena. 
Dempsey and 


Gibbons were secondary. 


Fought for ,lts Life. 


It was Montana fighting for its life 


against the experts and the funny 
men from the big town papers. Every- 
thing in Shelby from its climate to 
its financial judgment had been held 
up to ridicule by the articulate visi- 
tors with portable typewriters. 


Yesterday Montana answered back. 


When the tenth 'round was reached 
and Gibbons still remained with the 
champion the guess of almost every 
writer at the ring was discredited and 
the crowd was not slow to remark it. 
"Where are the two rounds, boys, 
now?" They showed a large cowboy 
with a red neck who ran down the 
aisle until he was within a few feet 
of the working press section and 
shouted "saps" ten times. Then he 
went back to his seat thoroly satis- 
fied. ^Another shouted more repeti- 
tiously and derisively, "Superman, su- 
perman, superman!" 
And various 


reporters were called out by name. 


A delegation from St. Paul located 


Bob Edgren and kept after him to 
know if he still thought Dempsey 
could win at any -time he liked, while 
others verbally assaulted Hughie Ful- 
lerton to know how he liked the 
champion's thyroid gland today, and 
as the fight went on and Gibbons 
stubbornly refused to go down the 
jibes increased in number and vio- 
lence. At the end the audience was 
in high good humor. 
Montana had 


lost hundreds of thousands of dollars 
on the fight 
Mayor Johnson admit- 


ted as much .lust before the big bout 
began. 


No Money For1 Mayor Jim. 


"I guess Kearns will get his," he 


said, "I don't 
expect mine." But 


Montana had the last laugh which is 
more precious 
than gold. .Perhaps 


the issue was even bigger than Mon- 
tana against the newspapers. The 
spirit of rebellion 
lay deeper 
and 


winder than that. The expert stands 
as the symbol of the inevitable. 
He 


said that Dempsey must surely knock 
out Gibbons because he was bigger 
and stronger. The crowd wa^fed Gib- 
bons to win* because he is pleasant 
and agreeable, a^ good church 
man 


and the father of'three charming chil- 
dren. 


The man In the street hates to have 


facts come between him and the thing 
he wants. When he was a child he 
.was told that Jack went up the bean- 
stalk and licked the life out of the 
giant and the oil men and the rangers 
and the cowboys were cheering be- 
cause for in their hearts they believe 
in fairy stories.

After the 
sixth Gibbons began to fade. In the 
last five rounds he could hardly have 
led more than once or twice. He was 
not ashamed to run on several occa- 
sions and he held constantly and des- 
perately. Under a strict interpretation 
of the rules Gibbons might have been 
disqualified in the closing stanza of 
the fight for he would not heed the 
order of Jim Daugherty, the referee, 
when told to break. Daugherty had to 
tear him away from the champion to 
whom he clung like a drowning man 
to a spar. Altho, there would have 
been justification for 'the disqualifica- 
tion of Gibbons it would not have 
been a safe thing to do. The crowd 
was intentionally partial and Dempsey 
could not hit his opponent 
a foot 


abov~e the belt without cries of "foul" 
ringing out from all over the arena. 
On the other hand. Gibbons should 
hardly be severely criticized, for hang- 
ing on. It was a tremendous triumph 
to last fifteen rounds with the cham- 
pion, a triumph which no other fighter 
tookhas known since 
Dempsey took 


the crown. 


Has Champ Gone Back? 


But holding and running aside Gib- 


bons 
fought a 
beautiful 
defensive 


fight. Toward the middle of the bout 
he seemed to have hit upon a method 
to stop the pounding even when Jack 
was in close. 'As for the champion it 
must be said that he has lost some- 
thing in his two years lay off. His 
short punches to the body carry no 
more snap as they did against Carpen- 
tier. There was no question of his con- 
dition being good for he finished full 
of nbht at the end but at the present 
moment he is not the killing Dempsey 
which the ring once knew. The crown 
has* sobered him. He may yet be de- 
throned while playing too safe and 
Luis Firpo might do it

It is said that Woodrow Wilson is 


so far on the rdad to recovery that 
he is able now to use a typewriter, 
the machine which under his own 
magic touch during' the old days 
clicked out many of the burning mes- 
sages that arrested the attention of 
the world. Rumors that he would 
make a public speech in the near 
future even have circulated in Wash- 
ington, but the truth or falsity of 
these have not so far been estab- 
lished. It is generally agreed, "how- 
ever, that the former president is 
much better than the most sanguine 
could have expected two years ago 
and is keenly interested in current 
political news. 


It would be interesting to know 


what Mr. Wilson thinks of the rising 
tide of popular favor that has swept 
the name of Henry Ford to the coun- 
cil table of both major parties and 
threatens 
such momentum as will 


land him finally in the white house 
itself. 
The former president has 


been particularly guarded in his state- 
ments relative to the presidency in 
1924. and nobody who will talk seems 
to know wMmt views he has either as 
to men or as to policies. The fact 
that William G. McAdoo. -his son-in- 
law, the most popular of the pro- 


ectHe candidates for nomination, 


creates for him a delicate situation 
so far as the identity of the demo- 
cratic standard bearer is concerned. 
. Nobody believes, of course, that Mr. 
Wilson 'would champion the cause 
of Henry Ford, even should the De- 
troiter feel inclined to capture the 
democratic nomination rather than 
enter the field of candidates at the 
head of a third-party ticket But 
what will he do'in the case of other 
aspirants? He didn't lift a finger In 
behalf of McAdoo in 1920. when the 
former secretary of the treasury stood 
a good chaace of winning the priz<> at 
San Francisco. It is scarcely con- 
ceivable that he woald throw his in- 
fluence, in the event be takes an ac- 
tive part at ail in party affair*, to 
VJaderwood. since the Alabama sena- 
tor belongs to m slightly more con- 
servative frroup of democratic lead- 
ers. It was rumored some time ago 
that the former president was deslr- 
005 lhat the nomination co to Da-rid 
K Houston, who held successively 
1h<? arricuHure and 
treasury port- 


folios in the Wilson cabinets How- 
ever, no confirmation of this has been 


forthcoming 
from 
any responsible 


quarter. At any rate, Houston is 
not an outstanding figure in the coun- 
cils of the party. 


Will Mr. Wilson, if his health per- 


mits again Insist that the league of 
nations be made the dominant issue 
upon which the democrats would ask 
the country's indorsement in 1924' 
Does he believe the party would 
stand a chance with this issue fore- 
most, in view of what happened in 
1920? In case Bryan wishes to make 
prohibition enforcement the pnncipal 
plank in the democratic platfornt, as 
he most assuredly will, if there is evi- 
dence of widespread wavenng in the 
matter of carrying out the dry law, 
what will be Mr. Wilson's attitude7 


These 
are interesting questions 


just now as the contending political 
forces already are beginning to gird 
their, loins for the fight next year 
Frequently small groups gather about 
Mr. Wilson's automobile at a Wash- 
ington vaudeville house to cheer the 
former president as he leaves the 
show for his home on S street These 
people are convinced that there has 
been a decided improvement in his 
health. Will it be sufficiently im 
proved a few months from now for 
Mr Wilson to use .his typewriter as 
the most effective weapon on the po- 
litical firing line' That is the most 
interesting question of them all.—

president in his travels, says that "the truth is these 
western.states never had the same problem of enforce- 
ment before the eighteenth' amendment as they have 
today."

When Nebraska was dry and Missouri wet law officers 
had a much more difficult task keeping booze out than 
they have had since the principal source of supply was 
moved as far away as Canada. The law enforcement 
officers had aVbusy time of it suppressing stills after 
we had national prohibition, but there are compara- 
tively few arrests for that now, which is the best sort 
of testimony.

tiresome reading the autobiographies of men wherein 
much is told about how they advised the great men 
of the state and nation how to do things. When a man 
gets old he is said to get garrulous and in the telling 
of the things in which he took a part he is likely to 
overemphasize, the role he took and slur over the facts. 
History is made the "bunk" that Henry Ford described 
it largely by the faults and fading memories of those 
whd write it.

BROKEN GLASS 


The figures so far collected by the state auditor 


show that during last year, in most of the counties of 
the state a greater proportion than usual of mortgages 
were released as compared with the amount repre- 
sented by those filed. In those parts of the state hard- 
est hit this was not true, but in many others the figures 
are more favorable. Just how much this represents 
actual payments and what proportion were wiped out 
by the mortgagor deeding the premises to the mort- 
gagor it is impossible to tell. The banks took over so 
much land in this way that their tax assessments on 
capital stock is much less. In other sections a sort 
of moratorium on mortgage debts seems to have been 
declared. 


One of the mysteries is wiat Induces so many men 


to continue to face the hazards of agriculture. 
The 


principal explanations we have heard are that he- always 
is sure of a living because he can grow what be needs, 
that It is the most free and Independent life known, 
and that the growth in the value of land offsets the 
failure to earn a reasonable return each year on that 
value. On $150 land there ought to be an Interest 
charge of $9 an acre, $1 for taxes and whatever it 
costs to put in and harvest a crop, and this means a 
lot of wheat at 85 cents a bushel to get even, not to 
mention the hazard of hail and tornado and flood. 


On the face of things it looks as tho the three rail- 


roads that are preparing to go into court about their 
valuations for taxing purposes are In a position to give 
the state a run for its money. The state board of 
equalization does tax these upon the actual value of 
the property, which Is what the law says it should do. 
The law also says that the county and precinct as- 
sessors should value the property of everybody else on 
the same basis. It is not denied that they do not do 
this. One railroad says that the percentage Is 60 per 
cent and two others that it is 50 per cent If they 
prove that on us In court, the tax rate will have to be 
increased In proportion as the rallrdkd valuation Is 
reduced, If that is the alternative that the court finally 
forces upon the state. 


The Shelby prize fight was a financial failure be- 


cause there were not enough chaps in the country who 
would expend the necessary money to get them to that 
faraway point afA then pay $50 for a ringside seat. 
This is a commendable attitude on the part'of the 
sporting public. If its members will continue to refuse 
to be bilked by the prices that must necessarily be 
charged when fighters are paid such outrageously .sums 
to get«*hem to appear in an arena, the high cost of 
sport will be materially reduced. 


Mr. McAdco seems to be leading in the democratic 


contest for the presidential nomination. He received 
a great deal of advertising when he was director 
general that was a lot more valuable to him then than 
It is now because a lot of things have developed from 
his control of the railroads that do not inure to his 
advantage. We might mention what came up the other 
day and which added about $75,000 a year to the bill 
paid by Nebraska shippers. For years wheat carried 
a Higher,freight charge than corn for obvious reasons. 
When he was director general be abolished this differ- 
ential Ever since then the railway commissions of this 
and other interested states have been fighting to get 
the differential restored. They have Just succeeded.
